WHEREAS after an investigation I 
find and proclaim that the plants and 
facilities of the Humble Oil and Refining 
Company located in Ingleside. Texas, are 
equipped for the production of crude oil 
and its products that are required for the 
war effort, or that are useful in connec¬ 
tion therewith; that there is a threatened 
interruption of the operation of said 
plants and facilities as a result of a labor 
disturbance; that the war effort will he 
unduly impeded or delayed by such in¬ 
terruption; and that the exercise, as 
hereinaftei^specified, of the powers vested 
in me is necessary to insure, in the inter¬ 
ests of the war effort, the operation of 
these plants and facilities: 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the 
power and authority vested in me by the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States, including section 9 of the Selec¬ 
tive Training and Service Act of 1940 
(54 Stat. 892) as amended by the War 
Labor Disputes Act (57 Stat. 163), as 
President of the United States and Com¬ 
mander In Chief of the Army and Navy 
of the United States, it is hereby ordered 
as follows: 

1. The Petroleum Administrator is 
hereby authorized and directed, through 
and with the aid of any persons or in¬ 
strumentalities that he may designate, 
to take possession of the plants and fa¬ 
cilities of the Humble Oil and Refining 
Company located in Ingleside, Texas, 
and, to the extent that he may deem 
necessary, of any real or personal prop¬ 
erty and other assets, wherever situ¬ 
ated, used in connection with the opera¬ 
tions thereof; to operate or to arrange 
for the operation of the plants and fa¬ 
cilities in any manner that he deems 
necessary for the successful prosecu¬ 
tion of the war; to exercise any contrac¬ 
tual or other rights of the Humble Oil 
and Refining Company, and to continue 


the employment of, or to employ, any 
persons, and to do any other thing that 
he may deem necessary for, or incidental 
to, the operation of the said plants and 
facilities and the production, sale, and 
distribution of the products thereof; and 
to take any other steps that he deems 
necessary to carry out the provisions«nd 
puiposes of this order. 

2. The Petroleum Administrator shall 
operate the said plants and facilities pur¬ 
suant to the provisions of the War Labor 
Disputes Act, and during his operation 
of Uie plants and facilities shall observe 
the terms and conditions of the direc¬ 
tive order dated April 1.1944, of the Na¬ 
tional War Labor Board. 

3. The Petroleum Administrator is au¬ 
thorized to take such action, if any, as he 
may deem necessary or desirable to pro¬ 
vide protection for the plants and all per¬ 
sons employed or seeking employment 
therein, and upon the request of the Pe¬ 
troleum Administrator, or such person as 
may be designated to act for him. the 
Secretary of War shall take such action 
as may be necessary to provide such pro¬ 
tection to such persons and property. 

4. All Federal agencies, including, but 
not limited to. the War Manpower Com¬ 
mission, the National Selective Service 
System, and the Department of Justice, 
are directed to cooperate with the Pe¬ 
troleum Administrator to the fullest ex- 
^nt possible in carrying out the purposes 
of this order. 

5. Possession, control, and operation of 
any plant or facility, or part thereof, 
taken under this order shall be termi¬ 
nated by the Petroleum Administrator 
within 60 days after he determines that 
the productive eflOciency of the plant, fa¬ 
cility, or part thereof prevailing prior 
to the threatened interruption of produc¬ 
tion, referred to in the recitals of this 
order, has been restored. 

6*. The Petroleum Administrator may 
delegate any and all power, authority, 
and discretion conferred upon him by 
this order to the Deputy Petrolemn Ad¬ 
ministrator. The Petroleum Adminis¬ 
trator and Deputy Petroleum Adminis¬ 
trator may exercise the powers, author¬ 
ity, and discretion conferred upon them 
by or under the provisions of this order

WHEREAS after an investigation I 
find and proclaim that the Cabin Creek 
Oil Field of the Pure Oil Company, lo¬ 
cated at Dawes, West Virginia, is 
equipped with plants and facilities for 
the production and refining of crude oil 
and its products that are required for 
the war effort, or that are useful in con¬ 
nection therewith; that there is an ex¬ 
isting Interruption of the operation of 
said plants and facilities as a result of a 
labor disturbance; that the war effort 
will be unduly impeded or delayed by 
such interruption; and that the exer¬ 
cise. as hereinafter specified, of the pow¬ 
ers vested in me is necessary to insure, 
in the interests of the war effort, the 
operation of these plants and facilities: 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the 
power and authority vested in me by the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States, including section 9 of the Selec¬ 
tive Training and Service Act of 1940 (54 
Stat. 892), as amended by the War Labor 
Disputes Act (57 Stat. 163), as President 
of the United States and Commander in 
Chief of the Army and Navy of the 
United States, it is hereby ordered as 
follows: 

1. The Petroleum Administrator is 
hereby authorized and directed, through 
and with the aid of any persons or in¬ 
strumentalities that he may designate, 
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to take possession of the plants and fa¬ 
cilities at the Cabin Creek Oil Field of 
the Pure Oil Company, located at Dawes. 
West Vii*ginia, and,'to the extent that he 
may deem necessary, of any real or per¬ 
sonal property and other assets, wher¬ 
ever situated, used in connection with 
the operations thereof; to operate or to 
arrange for the operation of the plants 
and facilities in any manner that he 
deems necessary for the successful prose¬ 
cution of the war: to exercise any con¬ 
tractual or other rights of the Pure Oil 
Company, and to continue the employ¬ 
ment of, or to employ, any persons, and 
to do any other thing that he may deem 
necessary for. or incidental to. the opera¬ 
tion of the said plants and facilities an4 
the production, sale and distribution of 
the products thereof; and to take any 
other steps that he deems necessary to 
carry out the provisions and purposes of 
this order. 

2. The Petroleum Administrator shall 
operate the said plants and facilities pur¬ 
suant to the provisions of the War Labor 
Disputes Act, and during his operation 
of the plants and facilities shall observe 
the terms and conditions of the directive 
order dated August 25,1944, of the Fifth 
Regional War Labor Board. 

3. The Petroleum Administrator is au¬ 
thorized to take such action, if any, as 
he may deem necessary or desirable to 
provide protection for the plants and all 
persons employed or seeking employment 
therein, and upon the request of the 
Petroleum Administrator, or such per¬ 
son as may be designated to act for 
him, the Secretary of War shall take such 
action as may be necessary to provide 
such protection to such persons and 
property. 

4. All Federal agencies, including, but 
not limited to, the War Manpower Com¬ 
mission, the National Selective Service 
System, and the Department of Justice, 
are directed to cooperate with the Pe¬ 
troleum Administrator to the fullest ex¬ 
tent possible in carrying out the purposes 
of this order. 

5. Possession, control, and operation of 
any plant or facility, or part thereof, 
taken under this order shall be termi¬ 
nated by the Petroleum Administrator 
within 60 days after he determines that 
the productive eflaciency of the plant, 
facility, or part thereof prevailing prior 
to the existing interruption of produc¬ 
tion, referred to in the recitals of this 
order, has been restored. 

6. The Petroleum Administrator may 
delegate any and all power, authority, 
and discretion conferred upon him by 
this order to the Deputy Petroleum 
Administrator. The Petroleum Adminis¬ 
trator and Deputy Petroleum Adminis¬ 
trator may exercise the powers, author¬ 
ity, and discretion conferred upon them 
by or under the provisions of this order 
through such personnel of the Petroleum 
Administration for War in such manner 
as the Petroleum Administrator or Dep¬ 
uty Petroleum Administrator may deter¬ 
mine.

The fulfillment of requirements for the 
defense of the United States has created 
a shortage in the supply of knit imder- 


wear and of materials and facilities used 
in the production of knit underwear for 
defense, for private account and for ex¬ 
port, and the following direction is 
deemed necessary and appropriate in the 
public interest and to promote the 
national defense: 

(a) Production quotas. Each person in 
the business of producing knit underwear 
who, in the third calendai* quarter of 1943, 
produced any of the types of knit underwear 
listed in paragraph (b) below, shaU produce 
In the third calendar quarter of 1945. at 
least as many dozens of each t 3 rpo as he pro¬ 
duced in the corresponding calendar quarter 
of 1943. Production shall be maintained at 
such a rate that at least 25% of the quarterly 
quota will have been produced by the end of 
July and at least 60% by the end of August. 
Production of knit underwear on orders to or 
for the account of the United States Army or 
Navy or procurement agencies of the United 
States Government shall be included in com¬ 
puting these quotas. 

(b) Types of knit underwear. The t 3 rpes 
of knit underwear covered by this direction 
are:

(2) a price equal to the total unit cost 
of the garment plus 2% of such cost if 
current net profits before taxes (com¬ 
puted in relation to net worth) realized 
by the applicant from his total opera¬ 
tions are either (i) less than 6.5% or 
(ii) less than double the average per¬ 
centage realized by the applicant during 
the years 1936 to 1939, inclusive. How¬ 


ever, if current net profits before taxes 
(computed in relation to net worth) 
realized by the applicant from his total 
operations are 13% or over, the adjust¬ 
ment shall be limited to a price equal 
to the total unit cost of the garment. 

(c) Filing of applications. Applica¬ 
tions must be filed by registered mail

(2) A statement in detail, on a form 
prescribed by the OPA, of the appli¬ 
cant’s total current unit cost for the 
garment for which an adjustment is be¬ 
ing sought. 

(3) A statement giving applicant’s 
present ceiling price for the garment for 
which an adjustment is being sought and 
the amount of the adjustment requested 
by applicant in accordance with the 
standards set forth in paragraph (b) 
above. 

(d) Granting of application by order. 
If the Price Administrator determines 
that the applicant is entitled to an ad¬ 
justment of his ceiling price imder the 
standards set forth in paragraph (b) 
above, he will issue an order granting 
such adjustment and containing such 
other provisions as may be deemed neces¬ 
sary. 

(e) Granting of application by auto^ 
matic approval. In the case of any ap¬

A statement of the considerations in¬ 
volved in the issuance of this amend¬ 
ment, issued simultaneously herewith, 
has been filed with the Division of the 
Federal Register. 

Maximum Price Regulation No. 585 is 
amended in the following respects: 

1. Section 2.1 (a) (7) is amended to 
read as follows: 

(7) Importer. ‘"Importer” means, with 
respect to any lot of mixed feed manu¬ 
factured outside of the United States, 
the first person who owns such lot after 
entry into the United States and who sells 
it in the United States or uses it as an 
Ingredient in a mixed feed. He may be 
a manufacturer, wholesaler or retailer. 

2. Section 2.1 (a) (9) <ii) is amended 
to read as follows: 

(ii) Screenings consisting of a mix¬ 
ture of mill or elevator run materials or 
a combination of varying amounts of 
groimd or unground materials obtained 
in the process of cleaning grain or seed, 
either or both, such as inferior, light or 
broken grain or seed, weed seeds, hulls, 
chaff. Joints, straw, elevator dust and 
floor sweepings. For maximum prices see 
Maximum Price Regulation 417. 

3. Section 2.1 (a) (10) is amended to 
read as follows: 


(10) Private brand feeds —(i) Pri- 
vate brand dealer. “Private brand 
dealer” means, with respect to any lot 
of mixed feed, a person who resells mixed 
feed bought by him from a manufacturer 
who produced and packed it in containers 
bearing the dealer’s private brand. He 
may be either a wholesaler or a retailer. 

(11) Feeder’s private brand. “Feeder’s 
private brand” means a mixed feed man¬ 
ufactured for a feeder, not for resale, 
from either a formula or a list of ingre¬ 
dients furnished by the feeder and 
packed in containers besuring a tag iden¬ 
tifying such mixed feed. 

4. A new sentence is added to section 
3.1 (b) to read as follows: “Until such 
time as the manufacturer becomes sub¬ 
ject to this regulation, the manufactur¬ 
er’s price lists issued imder Maximum 
Price Regulation No. 378 shall be deemed 
to be his ‘price list’ under this regula¬ 
tion.” 

5. The first paragraph of section 3.4 is 
amended to read as follows: 

No manufacturer or importer shall sell 
any mixed feed in a state until the guar¬ 
anteed minimum of protein and fat and 
the guaranteed maxlmuih of fibre of such 
mixed feed is filed either pursuant to the 
requirements of a statute in that state 
or with a district office of the Ofhce of 
Price Administration in that state. This 
requirement is included in this regula¬ 
tion for the purpose of Identifying mixed 
feeds. 

6. Section 3.7 Is amended to read as 
follows: 

Sec. 3.7 Differentials in lieu of actual 
transportation cost —(a) Base period 
system. Any seller who, during the 
whole of the months of January. March, 
May. October. November and December 
of 1942. made charges for rail shipment 
of his mixed feeds on the basis of a sys¬ 
tem of differentials, rather than on the 
basis of actual transportation costs, may 
at his option continue to use such sys¬ 
tem. If he does so. he may use differen¬ 
tials not exceeding those he would have 
applied in January 1942 consistent with 
his system, plus 3% to compensate for 
the tax provided for in section 620 of 
the Revenue Act of 1942. on all shipments 
of each mixed feed to all areas with 
respect to which such system was in 
effect on such mixed feed during the 1942 
base months. On shipments to a desti¬ 
nation in an area which Is not included 
in his 1942 system of differentials, he 
may, if he desires, use the differential in 
effect on shipments to the point nearest 
such destination that takes the same 
or a lower flat freight rate, from ship¬ 
ping point, increased by the difference, 
if any, between the flat rate from ship¬ 
ping point to such point and the flat rate 
from shipping point to the destination. 
The applicable differential, plus 3% shall 
be deemed to be the “transportation cost” 
for purposes of this regulation. 

(b) System based on weighted aver¬ 
age of actual costs. Any seller may ap¬ 
ply to the district or regional office of 
the Office of Price Administration for 
the district or region in which his prin¬ 
cipal place of business Is located, for 
permission to establish a system of dif- 
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ferentials for any area for which he did 
not use such a system during the whole 
of the months of January, March, May, 
October, November and December of 
1942. Such application shall contain 
the following information with respect 
to the shipments for which the seller de¬ 
sires to establish the system: 

(1) With respect to ingredients for 
which transit rates are available, the 
estimated average transit balance from 
the seller’s place of business to the desti¬ 
nation area on the basis of the purchase 
of such ingredients from normal sources 
of supply. 

(2) With respect to ingredients for 
which transit rates are not available, the 
estimated average local rate from the 
seller’s place of business to the destina¬ 
tion area. 

(3) The estimated weighted average 
of the amounts determined under 1 and 
2 above, for each mixed feed or group of 
mixed feeds for which differentials are 
desired. 

In addition the applicant may furnish 
other relevant information to the Office 
of Price Administration in support of 
his application. 

(c) Truck delivery system. Any seller 
may apply to the district or regional 
office for the district or region in which 
his principal place of business is lo¬ 
cated for permission to establish uni¬ 
form truck delivery charges for any one 
or more geographical zones selected by 
him by filing a weighted average of the 
actual costs of transportation on all 
truck sales and deliveries of the mixed 
feed or feeds for which a uniform deliv¬ 
ery charge is desired for any two con¬ 
secutive months preceding the effective 
date of this regulation, or by filing such 
other relevant information, in lieu 
thereof, as may seem to him desirable. 

(d) Authorization, Upon authoriza¬ 
tion by the Office of Price Administration 
the applicant may use the authorized 
differentials or uniform delivery charges 
provided for In (b) and (c) above, as his 
“transportation cost’’ on such shipments 
under this regulation. Within sixty days 
after such authorized differentials or 
uniform delivery charges have been in 
effect for six months, the applicant shall 
report to the office of the Office of Price 
Administration with which he filed his 
application, the actual average cost of 
shipments made under such system of 
differentials or uniform delivery charges, 
or such information in lieu thereof as 
may be requested by such district or 
regional office. At any time thereafter 
the seller may apply for, or the Office of 
Price Administration may require, ad¬ 
justment of the system to reffect the 
actual experience of the seller. 

7. Section 3.12 (a) is amended to read 
as follows: 

(a) Every person subject to th|^ regu¬ 
lation shall keep, for so long as the 
Emergency Price Control Act of 1942, as 
amended, remains in effect, a record of 
all sales of mixed feeds sold by him, 
showing the date thereof, the quantity

Whenever authority pursuant to the 
provisions of this section has not been 
delegated to a district office, the district 
director of such district office shall re¬ 
ceive such applications as are provided 
for in sections 3.7 and 5.5 and such filings 
as are provided for in sections 4.1 and 4.2, 
and shall transmit them to the appro¬ 
priate regional office for processing. 

9. Section 4.1 (b) (1) is amended to 

read as follows: * 

(1) Definition of margin. A margin is 
that portion of the price of a mixed feed, 
in dollars and cents, which is not attribu¬ 
table to either ingredients or containers. 
It includes such factors as labor and 
other manufacturing expense, research 
and laboratory expense, feeder service, 
overhead expense, taxes, sales expense, 
advertising and profit. 

10. Section 4.1 (b) (2) is amended to 
read as follows: 

(2) Treatment of shrinkage, cleaning 
loss and processing cost. Tlie manufac¬ 
turer shall treat any items of shrinkage, 
cleaning loss, and cost of processing of 
ingredients prior to mixing, either as part 
of his margin or as part of his ingredient 
cost according to the following rules, 
but such treatment must be consistent 
in the determination of margins under 
this section and in the determination of 
base ingredient prices under section 4.2. 

(i) If during the 1942 base months of 
January, March, May, October, Novem¬ 
ber and December, he absorbed any such 
item in his margin by falling to set it out 
as an item in his price calculations, his 
margin as calculated under this section 
shall be deemed to Include such item 
without any special addition of it and he 
shall, therefore, exclude it from his base 
ingredient prices determined under sec¬ 
tion 4.2. He shall do this in all cases 
where he does not have records of his 
computations during the 1942 base 
months showing the amounts that he 
allocated to shrinkage, cleaning loss and 
processing costs or from which they can 
be determined. 

(ii) If during the 1942 base months he 
set out any such item as an item in his 


price calculations he may elect either (a) 
to include it in his margin determined 
under this section and to exclude it from 
the base ingredient prices determined 
under section 4.2, or <b) to exclude it 
from his margin and to Include it in his 
base ingredient prices determined under 
section 4.2. 

11. Section 4.1 (b) (8) is amended to 
read as follows: 

(8) Determination of averages. When 
the method of determining a margin or 
differential requires the computation of 
averages such averages may be either 
simple or weighted: Provided, That the 
selection of the kind of averaging used 
under a particular method shall be used 
consistently for the determination of all 
margins under that method. 

12. The first paragraph of section 4.1 
(c) (2) is amended to read as follows: 

(2) Methods for determining margins 
for Class A plants. The method below 
chosen by you for a plant shall be used 
on all mixed feeds manufactured at that 
plant, except that if you choose to use 
one of the first three methods, you may 
Instead, at your election, with respect to 
any particular mixed feed, use the fourth 
method, or the fifth method, if you 
qualify. The methods are as follows: 

13. 'The first two paragraphs under the 
fifth method in section 4.1 (c) (2) are 
amended to read as follows: 

Fifth method. If (1) you are determining 
a margin for a private brand mixed feed or 
for a feeder’s private brand or (2) you can¬ 
not determine a margin by any of the fore¬ 
going methods, or (3) you want to determine 
a margin for a mixed feed which you did not 
sell during the 1942 base months, determine 
such margin In accordance with either of the 
following methods: 

(1) You may select the margin determined 
imder any of the first three methods for a 
mixed feed manufactured at any of your 
Class A plants having the same or most 
similar feeding purpose: Provided, That it 
does not belong to a higher price line, except 
that in the case of a private brand feed or 
of a feeder’s private brand, you may select 
the margin on sales of such same or most 
similar mixed feed to others than private 
brand dealers or feeders having private 
brands. Such margin shall be the margin 
which you shall file for the mixed feed under 
this regulation: or 

14. Items ih) and (i) in subparagraph 
(ii) of the fifth method in section 4.1 

(c) (2) are amended to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

(h) Names and addresses of closely com¬ 
petitive sellers of similar mixed feeds. 

(i) Information and scope of activity, if 
you operate a laboratory, do advertising or 
supply farm services. 

15. The first paragraph of section 4.1 

(d) (2) is amended to read as follows: 

(2) Methods for Class B plants for 
sales to feeders. The method below 
chosen by you shall be used on all mixed 
feeds manufactured at the Class B plant 
for which you are determining margins 
for sales to feeders, except that if you 
choose the second, third or fourth meth¬ 
od, you may instead, at your election, 
with respect to any particular mixed feed 
use the first, fifth or sixth method, if 
you qualify. The methods are as fol¬ 
lows: 
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16. The first paragraph of the first 
method in section 4.1 (d) (2) is amended 
to read as follows: 

First method. You may use this method 
only for a plant at which you manufactured 
less than 3.500 tons of mixed feeds in the 
year 1944. If you use this method you shall 
calculate your margins for a mixed feed 
on the basis of its current formula on the 
effective date of this regulation as follows: 

17. The last paragraph in the first 
method in section 4.1 (d) (2) is amended 
to read as follows: 

Note: An example of the calculation of a 
margin under this first method is shown In 
Appendix A of this regulation. Calculate a 
margin In the same manner for each mixed 
feed for which you elect to file your margin 
under the first method. For the determina¬ 
tion of your control price see section 4,4. 
For the requirements relating to price lists 
see section 4.6. 

18. Items ih) and (i) in subparagraph 
(ii) of the sixth method in section 4.1 (d) 

(2) are amended to read as follows: 

(h) Names and addresses of closely com¬ 
petitive sellers of similar mixed feed. 

(i) Information and scope of activity if 
you operate a laboratory, do advertising or 
supply farm services. 

19. The last paragraph in the first 
method in section 4.1 (d) <3) is amended 
to read as follows: 

You shall determine the margin separately 
for each regular price list issued or applicable 
for such plant during the base months and 
the average of such margins for each mixed 
feed shall be the margin for that mixed feed 
for sales to retailers in carload lots which you 
may file under this regulation for that mixed 
feed. 

20. The last paragraph in the second 
method in section 4.1 (d) (3) is amended 
to read as follows: 

Your margin so determined shall be the 
margin for that mixed feed which you may 
file under this regulation. 

20a. The first two paragraphs of the 
sixth method in section 4.1 (d) (2) are 
amended to read as follows: 

Sixth meihod. If (1) you are determining 
a margin for a feeder’s private brand or (2) 
you cannot determine a margin by any of 
the foregoing methods, or (3) you want to 
determine a margin for a mixed feed you did 
not sell during the 1942 base months, deter¬ 
mine such margin in accordance with either 
of the following methods: 

(1) You may select the margin determined 
under the second, third or fourth methods 
for a mixed feed manufactured at any of your 
Class B plants for the mixed feed having the 
same or most similar feeding purpose: Pro- 
vided, That it does not belong to a higher 
price line except that, in the case of a feeder’s 
private brand, you may tselect the margin on 
sales of such same or most similar mixed 
feed to others than feeders having private 
brands. Such margin shall be the margin 
which you shall file for the mixed feed tmder 
this regulation; or ' 

21. The third method in section 4.1 (d) 

(3) is amended to read as follows: 

Third method. In order to use this meth¬ 
od you must have records showing that you 
made sales to retailers during the 1942 base 
months and showing the discounts, from 
your selling price to feeders, that you gave to 
such retailers. 

If you use this method your margin for 
carload sales to retailers, other than private 
No. 113—:r2 


brand dealers, shall be your margin on sales 
to feeders of the mixed feed In one to five 100- 
potmd containers determined under sub- 
paragraph (2) above less the discounts that 
you gave to retailers during the 1942 base 
months. Your margin for carload sales to 
private brand dealers for any mixed feed 
shall be yotir margin on your sales to re¬ 
tailers other than to private brand dealers, 
of the mixed feed manufactured at any of 
your Class B plants having the same or most 
similar feeding purpose. Such margin shall 
be the margin which you may file for that 
mixed feed under this regulation. 

22. The first sentence in section 4.2 (a) 
is amended to read as follows: “Each 
manufactui-er shall determine for each 
Class A and Class B plant his base in¬ 
gredient price for each ingredient used 
by him in the manufacture of mixed 
feeds at that plant and base container 
prices for containers in which he packs

When an ingredient 
has different maximum prices for dlf- 
fei-ent qualities and dates, a manufac¬ 
turer may determine its base Ingredient 
price and adjusted base Ingredient price 
on the basis of any quality or date he 
chooses. If he determines its base in¬ 
gredient price or adjusted base ingredi¬ 
ent price by reference to certain receipts, 
he shall adjust the price of those re¬ 
ceipts to the price of the quality and 
date he has chosen by use of the differ¬ 
entials in the price regulation covering 
such ingredient. In determining his 
control price at any time under section 
4.4 he shall adjust his price for such in¬ 
gredient to the quality and date he is 
using in his current formula as defined 
in that section, 

25. A new subparagraph (8) is added 
to section 4.2 (a) to read as follows: 

(8) In the case of wheat, a manufac¬ 
turer may treat different varieties as 
different ingredients or may treat sev¬ 
eral varieties as the same ingredient. 
In the latter case he shall determine the 
base ingredient price or adjusted base 
ingredient price for such several varie¬ 
ties on the basis of any variety he chooses. 
In such case he may determine his base 


ingredient price or adjusted base ingre¬ 
dient price in reference to certain re¬ 
ceipts. He shall adjust the pi*ice of those 
receipts to the variety he has chosen by 
use of the differential in Revised Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation 487 for the termi¬ 
nal city nearest his plant which has a 
differential between the two varieties in 
question, and in determining his control 
price at any time imder section 4.4 he 
shall in the same manner adjust his price 
for such ingredient to the variety he is 
using in his current foi’mula that is found 
in that section. 

26. The number “4“ at the end of the 
first paragraph of section 4.2 (b) (1) is 
changed to “2”. 

27. A new sentence is added at the end 
of the first paragraph of section 4.2 (b) 
(1) to read as follows: “The maximum 
prices referred to in this paragraph (b) 
shall not include any carrying charges, 
drying charges or cliarges of a similar 
nature even though such charges have 
been lawfully paid by the manufacturer.” 

28. The first sentence in the third 
method in section 4.2 (b) (1) is amended 
by inserting the word “simple” between 
the words “the” and “average’*. 

29. The following note is added at the 
end of section 4.2 (b) (3): 

Note: If the ingredient Is in processed form 
and you did the processing yourself, you may 
determine the prices you paid delivered at 
your plant for the above described receipts 
of tlie commodity you process into the In¬ 
gredient. and add full processing costs. The 
results wUl be deemed to be the "prices you 
paid" for the above described receipts of the 
ingredient under this subdivision (lii). 

30. Tlie second sentence in section 4,2 
<c) (1) is amended to read as follows: 
“After a period of 60 days from the ef¬ 
fective date of this regulation no manu¬ 
facturer shall sell any mixed feed con¬ 
taining such ingredients manufactured at 
a plant at which more than 3500 tons of 
mixed feeds were manufactured in the 
year 1944 until he has filed such base in¬ 
gredient prices.” 

31. Section 4.2 (d) is amended to read 
as follows: 

(d) Prohibition against selling until 
base ingredient prices are filed. No 
manufacturer subject to this regulation 
shall sell any mixed feeds, after 60 days 
from the effective date of this regulation, 
until he has filed base ingredient prices 
for each of the ingredients listed in para¬ 
graph (c) of this section that he uses in 
the manufacture of such mixed feeds at 
a plant at which more than 3500 tons of 
mixed feeds were manufactured in the 
year 1944. 

32. Section 4.3 (a) and (b) are 

amended to read as follows: 

<a) A manufacturer shall make his 
first calculation of an adjusted base in¬ 
gredient price as to any ingredient by 
determining a weighted average price for 
the receipts of such Ingredient at his 
plant for any Immediately preceding 
period not exceeding one month, deter¬ 
mined on the basis of actual prices (not 
exceeding the lawful maximum prices he 
could have paid to his supplier delivered 
at his plant, exclusive of carrying charges.

drying charges and charges of a similar 
nature) for such receipts. If the ingre¬ 
dient Is in processed form and he did 
the processing himself, he shall determine 
his price for it at its full manufactured 
cost on the basis of such receipts of the 
commodity in its form prior to such 
processing.

(6) A computation of the value of the 
filling shall be made in the manner set 
forth in paragraph (b) (1) of Appendix 
A. However, if the components of the 
filling material consist of feathers and 
downs and other materials, then, the 
value of the filling material shall be de¬ 
termined in the following manner: 

(i) The value of the feathers and down 
components shall be determined in the 
manner set forth in paragraph (b) (1) 
of Appendix A, and the value of the other 
components shall be calculated by multi¬ 
plying the supplier’s maximum price for 
his sale of the filling material to the pil¬ 
low manufacturer by 135%. If the in¬ 
voice price of the filling material to the 
pillow manufacturer is less than his 
supplier’s maximum price, then the in¬ 
voice price shall be used In place of the 
supplier’s maximum price. 

4. The following notes are added at the 
end of Table I-B of paragraph (a) (4) 
of Appendix A: 

Note: If the components of the filling mix¬ 
ture of a pillow contain more than three per¬ 
cent of colored chicken and turkey feathers 
or fibre, the maximum price of the pillow 
shall be determined as if such feather and 
fibre components were one hundred percent 
colored.

In the matter of Wentworth Bus Lines. 
Inc., Dover. N. H. and Amalgamated Asso¬ 
ciation of Street, Electric Railway and 
Motor Coach Employees of America, 
Local 1340, APL: WLB Case No. 111- 
4667-D. 

Preliminary statement. The National 
War Labor Board, pursuant to Executive 
Order 9370, has reported to the Director 
of Economic Stabilization that the Went¬ 
worth Bus Lines. Inc., of Dover, N. H. has 
failed to comply with a directive order 
heretofore issued by the Board in final 
determination of a labor dispute between 
the Company and the Amalgamated As¬ 
sociation of Street, Electric Railway and 
Motor Coach Employees of America, 
Local 1340, AFL. 

The War Labor Board, acting under 
the provisions of the War Labor Dis- 
putevS Act of June 25.1943 in accordance 
with its regular procedure decided the 
dispute and provided by appropriate 
order the wages and hours and other 
terms and conditions that should govern 
the relations between the parties. The 
company has refused to comply with 
this order. I hereby find that this re¬ 
fusal threatens to delay and impede the 
effective prosecution of the war. 

In the interest of the war effort. It is 
imperative that wartime labor disputes 
of the type involved in this case be re¬ 
solved through the peaceful procedures 
established by law. The persistent re¬ 
fusal of this employer to comply with the 
National War Labor Board's order is dis¬ 
ruptive of the government’s wartime 
labor relations program. 

I am informed by the Navy Department 
that it has no direct contracts with this 


company but that the company supplies 
common carrier and other transportation 
services to certain employees of the 
Portsmouth Navy Yard. The Navy De¬ 
partment also advises me that the com¬ 
pany supplies transportation facilities 
for s6me employees of the Navy Depart¬ 
ment’s plant at Somersworth and for 
some employees at the plant of the Syl- 
vania Electric Products, Inc., at Dover. 
N. H. The Navy Department states that 
“present public transportation facilities 
and potential bus equipment in the area 
are sufficient to provide substitute serv¬ 
ice” for employees of the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard; that private transportation 
is available or could be arranged for a 
majority of the Somersworth plant em¬ 
ployees serviced by the Wentworth Bus 
Lines; that arrangements for other 
transportation services for employees of 
the Sylvania Electric Products. Inc. serv¬ 
iced by this bus line could be worked out 
in about 30 days. 

The Office of Defense Transportation 
has Informed me that the military and 
war plant transportation of the Went¬ 
worth Bus Lines. Inc. could be handled 
by other carriers operating in the same 
area. It also advised me that it would 
take a minimum of 30 days to make ad¬ 
justments necessary to such a shift and 
and that under the circumstances it has 
no objections to the line shutting down if 
sufficient notice is given. 

In view of the foregoing. I find that 
the allocation to this employer of ma¬ 
terials in short supply, or extension of 
priority assistance to the employer, 
would delay and impede rather than pro¬ 
mote the effective prosecution of the 
war; and would be contrary to the re¬ 
quirements of the national defense and 
the public interest. 

Under the circumstances. I am of the 
opinion that the company should be 
granted a period of 7 days from the issu¬ 
ance of this directive within which to 
comply fully with the directive order of 
the National War I*abor Board in Case 
No. 111-4867-D. It also appears from 
the record that the Office of Defense 
Transportation or the Navy Department, 
as the case may be. should have a period 
of 30 days within which to make arrange¬ 
ments for transportation services, wher¬ 
ever necessary, to replace those now 
provided by the Wentworth Bus Lines. 
Inc. in the event that the withdrawal of 
allocations or priority assistance to the 
company results in termination of its 
operations.

(f) Discounts and time payineiit 
charges. (1) The maximum prices pro¬ 
vided for in this order shall be reduced 
by 25(^ a ton for domestic coal and ISC 
a ton for commercial coal if payment is 
made within 10 days from the ddte in¬ 
voice is rendered. 

(2) Any seller covered by this order 
who during December 1941 had in effect 
a regularly established plan for selling 
coal at retail on an installment basis 
with specific charges for the privilege 
of deferring payments may file an appli¬ 
cation with the Chicago Re^onal Office 
of the Office of Price Administration re¬ 
questing permission to continue such 
plan in effect. Such application shall 
set forth the plan in detail. The Re¬ 
gional Administrator of the Office of 
Price Administration may grant per¬ 
mission to continue the use of such plan 
in whole or in part. 

(g) Charge for treatment of coal.

(h) Taxes. (1) The transportation 
tax imposed by section 620 of the Reve¬ 
nue Act of 1942 may be collected In ad¬ 
dition to the maximum prices set by 
this order, provided the dealer states it 
separately from the price on his Invoice 
or statement. "But no part of that tax 
may be collected in addition to the max¬ 
imum price on sales of quarter-ton or 
lesser quantities, or on sales of any 
quantity of sacked coal. 

(2) No amount equivalent to the Illi¬ 
nois Retailer’s Occupational tax. nor any 
other tax may be added to the maximum 
prices herein set forth. 

(1) Addition of increases in supplier's 
price prohibited. Notwitlistanding the 
provisions of Revised Maximum Price 
Regulation No. 122, the maximum prices 
set by this order may not be increased 
and need not be decreased by a dealer 
to refiect increases or decreases In pur¬ 
chase costs or in his supplier’s maximum 
prices occurring after the effective date 
hereof; but increases or decreases in the 
maximum prices set hereby, to reflect 
such changes, are within the discretion 
of the Regional Administrator. 

(j) Petiticnis for amendments. This 
order may be revoked, amended, or modi¬ 
fied at any time. Any dealer may at any 
time file v;ith the Chicago Regional Of¬ 
fice of the Office of Price Administration 
a petition for amendment to this order 
in accordance with the provisions of 
Revised Procedural Regulation No. 1. 

(k) Posting of maximum prices and 
records. (1) Each dealer subject to this 
order shall post all the maximum prices 
set by it for all his types of sales. He 
shall post his prices in his place of busi¬ 
ness in a manner plainly visible to and 
understandable by the purchasing pub¬ 
lic. He shall also keep a copy of this

(1> Definitions, (1) (i) “Delivery” or 
“delivered” means dumping or chuting 
by single chute the fuel from the seller’s 
truck directly into the buyer’s bin or 
storage space. This method of delivery 
covers all jobs where the delivery can be 
made by team or truck alongside the 
building or coal hole and not over 6 feet 
therefrom, or by team or truck where 
same can be placed on an approved drive¬ 
way or surface no further from the coal 
hole than the distance an 8 foot chute 
would reach when placed at an angle 
permitting coal to run from the vehicle 
to the coal hole, or when a dealer desires, 
in order to speed up the truck, to dump 
the coal from the truck and have it 
shovelled into the coal hole. 

(ii) If the foregoing is physically im¬ 
possible, the term means discharging the 
fuel directly from the seller’s truck at 
the point nearest and most accessible to 
the buyer’s bin or storage space. 

(2) “Outside trim” means all deliv¬ 
eries where coal cannot be handled un¬ 
der the conditions described in para¬ 
graph (1) (i) of definitions, where the 
coal hole is up to 14 feet from the street 
side of the curb or point where the ve¬ 
hicle can get on an approved driveway 
or surface or where the distance from the 
street side of the curb to the outside 
building wall at a point where the coal 
enters the building is not more than 14 
feet. 

(3) “Yard sales” shall mean deliveries 
made by the dealer in his customary 
manner at his yard or at any place other 
than by his truck. 

(4) “Commercial sales” means sales 
made to commercial and industrial users 
such as hotels, industrial plants, ofiBce 
buildings, large department stores, 
apartment buildings having 3 or more 
apartments, and to institutional users 
sucih as hospitals, public institutions and 
public buildings, 

(5) “Domestic sales” shall mean all 
sales of coal or coke other than com¬ 
mercial sales and yard sales. 

(6) “Pennsylvania anthracite” means 
only coal produced in the Lehigh, Schuyl¬ 
kill and Wyoming regions in the com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. 

(7) “Egg. stove, nut.” etc., sizes of 
Pennsylvania anthracite refer to the 
sizes of such coal prepared at the mine 
in accordance with standard sizing spec¬ 
ifications adopted by the Anthracite 
Committee, effective December 15, 1941. 


(8) Whenever reference is made 
herein to “price classification,” “mini¬ 
mum price schedule,” “Production 
Group.” “Size Group,” “Price Group.” 
“District No..” or “Sub-district,” the 
reference shall have the meaning, defini¬ 
tion. force and effect given those terms 
under the Bituminous Coal Act of 1937, 
or under any order, schedule, rule or 
regulation Issued by the Bituminous Coal 
Division of the U. S. Department of the 
Interior and established or in effect as 
of midnight, August 23,1943. 

(9) “Low volatile bituminous coal” re¬ 
fers to coal produced in the low volatile 
sections of the producing districts speci¬ 
fied herein. 

(10) “Medium volatile bituminous 
coal” refers to coal produced in the me¬ 
dium volatile sections of the producing 
districts specified herein. 

(11) “High volatile bituminous coal” 
refers to coal produced in the high vola¬ 
tile sections of the producing districts 
specified herein. 

(12) “Egg. stove, nuts,” etc., sizes of 
bituminous coal received entirely by rail 
refer to the sizes of such coal as defined 
in the Bituminous Coal Act of 1937, as 
amended, and as prepared at the mine 
in accordance with the applicable mini¬ 
mum price schedule promulgated by the 
Bituminous Coal Division of the U. S. 
Department of the Interior, except that 
“domestic run-of-mine” shall be that 
size sold as such by the dealer and which 
he customarily purchased at the mine as 
lump size. 

(13) “Egg, stove, nut,” etc., sizes of 
bituminous coal received via the Great 
Lakes refer to the sizes of coal sold at 
the docks under such designations during 
December 1941. 

(14) Except as otherwise provided 
herein or as the context may otherwise 
require all terms used in this order shall 
bear the meaning given them in Revised 
Maximum Price Regulation No. 122 or 
the Emergency Price Control Act of 1942;

meaning.
